liked that courſe, but hee would ſet up a 
meek kinde of goverament , not taking | 
advantage to caſt them off, So he dealt

'S Inthetext you havea generallrcaſon, 
why they that did it, or did it nor, did, or

: | In this reaſon hereis firſt a generall 
negative. Noneof |us liveth to himſelfe, 
| none of us dicth to himſelfe, a frgurative 
[peech, and Rhetoricall expreſſon,begin- 
ning and ending alike, 
| Secondly , there is a generall afirma- 
tive, when hee hath taken them off from 
\themſelves ,. heeaſligneth themato a true 
Lord. Whether we live,we live tothe Lord,

this is ſet downe with a disjunQion', wee

| And, thirdly, agenerall ground that

Riches and honour are derermined in

World: yet we havea being beyond them 
| They haveconſumptions in themlelves, 
| Andthen they be inferiour, Notruth in| 
them , can fill up the underſtanding, no! 
| good inthemycan fill up the will. But the 
underſtanding can pierce through them, 
' And the will inrelliſhing, and taſting the 
 g00d of themzcan looke on them as caſt 
commodities, It can quickly ſuck out all 
the ſweetthatis inthem, Therfore they 
cannot be a mans end : becauſe hee hath 
 largerparts then they can fill.
